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This is in response to applicant's "Second Request for Corrected Filing Receipt" filed 
01 October 2007. 



On 15 October 2003, applicant filed international application PCT/JP2003/013167, which 
claimed priority of an earlier Japan application filed 15 October 2002. A copy of the 
international application was communicated to the USPTO fix)m the International Bureau on 13 
May 2004. The thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United States expired 
on 15 April 2005. 

On 07 April 2005, applicant filed national stage papers in the United States 
Designated/Elected Office (DOfEO/US).
